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1909,  of  Arthur  E.  Baker,  Sub-master  in 
the  Agassiz  District,  for  such  portion  of 
the  school  year  1908-1909  as  the  Superinten- 
dent may  deem  expedient,  is  hereby  au- 
thorized, Mr.  Baker  to  be  paid  at  the 
same  rate  as  if  he  were  teaching  in  an 
elementary  school. 

On  motion  of  the  Superintendent,  it  was 
ORDERED,  That  while  Arthur  E.  Baker, 
because  of  his  service  in  the  Dorchester 
High  School  is  absent  from  his  regular 
position  in  the  Agassiz  District,  his  place 
in  that  district  may  be  filled  by  a  tem- 
porary teacher. 

MINORS'  LICENSES. 

The  Superintendent  submitted  the  names 
of  three  hundred  twenty-one  minors  to  be 
licensed  to  sell  newspapers,  and  of  eleven 
to   be   licensed  to   black  boots.

salary  in  schools  of  a  different  class,  and 
recommending  the  passage  of  the  following 
orders: — 

ORDERED.  That  the  rules  be  amended 
as   follows:— 

Section  143,  paragraph  2.  Add  at  the  end 
of  the  paragraph  the  words:— nor  the  valid- 
ity of  certificates  hereafter  issued  to  per- 
manent teachers  in  the  public  schools,  so 
that  the  paragraph  will  read:— 

2.  Certificates  issued  on  examination 
after  June  1,  1906,  shall  cease  to  be  valid 
on  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  of  the  sixth 
year  following  the  date  of  issue,  provided 
that  no  certificate  shall  remain  valid  after 
the  thirtieth  day  of  June  next  following 
the  fortieth  birthday  of  the  holder  thereof, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  that 
this  limitation  as  to  age  shall  not  affect 
the  validity  of  certificates  issued  prior  to 
January  1,  1909,  nor  the  validity  of  certifi- 
cates hereafter  issued  to  permanent  teach- 
ers in  the  public  schools. 

ORDERED,  That  the  rules  be  amended 
as  follows: — 

Section  144,  paragraph  1.  Add  at  the  end 
of  the  paragraph  the  words:— and  pro- 
vided further  that  the  restrictions  as  to 
age  shall  not  affect  the  promotion  of  per- 
manent teachers  to  any  position  in  the 
public  schools,  so  that  the  paragraph  will 
read  :— 

Sect.  144.  No  person  shall,  after  Janu- 
ary 1,  1909,  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided in  this  section,  be  appointed  to 
a  permanent  position  as  a  member  of  the 
supervising  staff  or  as  a  teacher  in  the 
public  schools,  whose  name  does  not  ap- 
pear among  the  highest  three  of  the  names 
on  the  proper  eligible  list  willing  to  accept 
such  appointment,  without  regard  to  the 
dates  on  which  the  names  were  placed  on 
said  list;  nor  shall  any  person  be  appoint- 
ed in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  section  to  take  effect  later  than  the 
thirtieth  day  of  June  following  the  fortieth 
birthday  of  such  person;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  these  restrictions  shall  not  af- 
fect the  promotion  of  a  permanent  teacher 
to  a  higher  rank  in  a  school  of  the  same 
class  as  that  in  which  such  teacher  is  al- 
ready employed;  and  provided  further  that 
the  limitation  as  to  age  shall  not  affect  the 
promotion  of  permanent  teachers  to  any 
position   in  the  public  schools. 

The  communication  was  placed  on  file, 
and  the  orders  passed  under  a  suspension 
of  the  rules. 

NORTH    MARGIN-STREET    SCHOOL-

ANNUAL  APPROPRIATION  ORDER. 

The  Board  took  up  for  consideration  the 
annual  appropriation  order  prepared  and 
submitted  by  the  Auditor  in  accordance 
with  the  rules,  as  follows: — 

SCHOOLS. 
APPROPRIATION,    1909-1910. 
To  the  School  Committee:— 

The  undersigned  would  state  that  the 
Board  of  Assessors  has  certified  that  the 
average  taxable  valuation  of  the  city  ov 
which  the  sum  allowed  the  School  Com- 
mittee is  based  amounts  to  $1,300,863,960.58. 

In  addition  to  forty  cents  on  each  $1000  of 
the  valuation  which  may  be  appropriated 
solely  for  new  school  buildings,  lands, 
yards,  and  furnishings,  the  School  Com- 
mittee is  authorized  by  statute  to  appro- 
priate "for  the  support  of  the  public 
schools,"  "for  repairs  and  alterations  of 
school  buildings,"  and  to  provide  for  the 
payment  of  pensions  to  teachers,  three 
dollars  and  eleven  cents  ($3.11)  upon  each 
$1000  of  the  taxable  valuation  of  the  city. 
This  amounts  this  year  to  $4,045,686.91.  The 
School  Committee  may  also  appropriate: —

Unexpended  balance,  1908-'09 1,590.46 

Excess  of  income  over  amount  estimated,

$74,313.09 

Of  the  sum  appropriated  last  year  solely 
for  pensions  to  teachers,  the  unexpended 
balance,  $62,213.01,  has  been  transferred  to 
the  permanent  investment  fund.  It  remains 
available  for  the  payment  of  pensions,  but 
will  not  be  needed  during  the  present  year. 
This,  together  with  the  balance  unexpended 
on  Physical  Education,  $12,147.26,  may  be 
used  for  these  specific  purposes.  This 
makes  the  total  amount  which  the  School 
Committee  and  the  Schoolhouse  Commis- 
sion may  expend  for  carrying  on  the 
schools,  pensioning  teachers,  and  for  the 
maintenance  of  school  buildings  during  the 
cun-ent  year  $4,194,360.27.  Of  this  amount 
not  less  than  $325,215.99  (being  twenty-five 
cents  on  each  thousand  dollars  of  the  val- 
uation) must  be  appropriated  solely  for 
repairs  and  alterations  of  school  buildings, 
$52,034.56  may  be  appropriated  solely  for 
expenditures  pertaining  to  Physical  Edu- 
cation, as  authorized  by  chapter  295  of  the 
Acts  of  1907,  and  can  be  appropriated  for  no 
other  purpose,  and  $65,043.19  shall  be  appro- 
priated for  the  payment  of  pensions  to 
teachers  in  the  public  day  schools,  as  au- 
thorized by  chapter  589  of  the  Acts  of  1908.

$4,120,000.00 
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The  amount  of  money  available  the  com- 
ing year  will  not  be  sufficient  to  carry  on 
the  schools  as  they  at  present  exist.  To 
pay  salaries  of  employees  and  allow  a 
sufficient  amount  to  properly  heat  and  light 
the  school  buildings  will  leave  but  $117,604.97 
for  Supplies  and  Incidentals.  Of  this 
amount  $50,000,  expended  under  Incidentals, 
might  be  considered  fixed  charges,  leaving 
about  $67,000  for  supplying  110,000  pupils 
with  books,  manual  training  and  various 
other  supplies  required  by  the  course  of 
study.  The  needs  of  the  schools  and  fair 
treatment  of  pupils  would  require  at  least 
$100,000  more  than  the  Committee  has  at  its 
disposal  to  appropriate. 

Under  present  conditions,  if  the  School 
Committee  is  not  allowed  a  larger  propor- 
tion of  the  tax  rate,  salaries  must  be  re- 
duced or  the  schools  must  greatly  suffer 
for  lack  of  supplies. 

In  accordance  with  Section  1,  Chapter  448, 
of  the  Acts  of  1901,  and  acts  in  addition 
thereto,  or  amendments  thereof,  the  pas- 
sage of  the  accompanying  order  is  recom- 
mended.

der that  this  purpose  may  be  accom- 
plished:— 

That  all  teachers  of  the  graduating 
classes  be  instructed  by  their  principals 
to  visit  annually  at  least  one  secondary 
school  of  each  type. 

That  school  principals  urge  their  respec- 
tive Parents'  Associations  to  place  on  their 
programs  discussions  on  the  nature  of 
the  various  high  schools,  and  of  the  type  of 
instruction  given  in  each. 

That  elementary  school  principals  con- 
tinue, and  where  feasible  extend,  present 
school  activities  aiming  to  advise  and  in- 
form pupils  in  regard  to  the  secondary 
schools  for  which  individual  aptitudes  rec- 
ommend them. 

That  the  Board  of  Superintendents  be  au- 
thorized to  print  and  distribute  annually  a 
circular  describing  the  different  types  of 
secondary  schools  and  outlining  their 
courses  of  study. 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  is  of  the 
opinion  that  it  is  not  practicable  to  estab- 
lish a  plan  by  which  all  pupils  of  gradu- 
ating classes  shall  visit  different  types  of 
schools.

REMOVAL   OF   PORTABLE   BUILDINGS 
FROM  SCHOOL  YARDS. 

A  report  was  received  from  the  Superin- 
tendent, under  date  of  Feb.  18,  1909,  with 
reference  to  the  order  received  from  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  through  His-  Honor 
the  Mayor,  at  the  meeting  of  Feb.  1,  1909, 
requesting  that  said  Board  be  informed  as 
to  the  advisability  of  removing  all  porta- 
ble buildings  from  the  school  yards 
throughout  the  city  and  using  the  halls  of 
school  buildings  for  the  housing  of  chil- 
dren in  excess  of  the  accommodations,  as 
follows:— 

When  the  number  of  children  in  a  school 
district  exceeds  the  available  accommoda- 
tions by  a  number  insufficient  to  warrant 
the  erection  of  a  new  building,  the  extra 
pupils  may  be  accommodated  by  the  use 
of  the  hall  or  basement,  by  the  use  of 
rented  quarters,  or  by  the  use  of  portable 
buildings.  The  conditions  in  each  district 
vary,  so  that  sometimes  one  of  these 
courses  is  preferable,  and  sometimes  an- 
other. Experience  has  shown  that  it  is 
desirable  to  avoid  the  use  of  the  hall,  if 
possible.  The  placing  of  children  in  the 
school  hall  interferes  with  many  impor- 
tant phases  of  school  work,  and  materially 
reduces  the  quality  of  the  product  of  the 
school  as  a  whole.  It  has  also  been  found 
that  the  assigning  of  more  than  a  single 
class  to  a  hall  causes  the  work  to  be 
done  under  severe  nervous  strain  for  both 
teachers  and  pupils.  Whenever  the  num- 
ber of  extra  pupils  has  exceeded  one  class, 
it  has  therefore  been  deemed  desirable  to 
locate  them  elsewhere  than  in  the  hall.  As 
soon  as  the  excess  of  pupils  is  considera- 
ble the  remedy  is  a  new  school  building 
In  a  growing  community  it  is  impossible 
to  erect  new  buildings  as  soon  as  the  num- 
ber of  children  exceeds  the  capacity  of  the 
permanent  buildings,  but  provisions  are 
being  made  as  rapidly  as  the  funds  allowed 
by  law  become  available.  In  the  mean- 
time the  Schoolhouse  Commission  must  of 
necessity  continue  to  provide  accommoda- 
tions in  accordance  with  its  best  judgment 
as  to  the  most  suitable  solution  of  the 
problem  in  each  separate  district. 

Placed  on  file,  and  a  copy  ordered  to  be 
sent  to  fhe  Board   of  Aldermen. 


A  report  was  received  from  the  Superin- 
tendent, under  date  of  Feb.  18.  1909,  with 
reference  to  the  order  received  from  the 
Board  of  Aldermen,  through  His  Honor  the 
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Mayor,  at  the  meeting  of  Feb.  1,  1909,  re- 
questing- that  the  portable  buildings  in  the 
yard  of  the  Chapman  School  be  removed 
and  that  the  School  Committee  accommo- 
date the  children  now  in  the  basement  ol 
said  building-  in  the  hall  of  the  school,  as 
follows: — 

First,  To  call  attention  to  the  general  re- 
port with  reference  to  the  use  of  school 
halls  submitted  on  this  date. 

Second,  To  state  that  it  is  undesirable 
to  use  the  hall  for  the  accommodation  of 
the  four  classes  now  located  in  the  base- 
ment and  the  portables  in  the  Chapman 
yard.  The  final  solution  of  the  question 
is  a  new  building  so  located  as  to  relieve 
the  pressure  in  both  the  Chapman  and  the 
Emerson  Districts.  In  this  connection  it 
should  be  borne  in  mind  that  additional  ac- 
commodations in  East  Boston  have  been 
provided  by  the  ordering  of  a  new  elemen- 
tary school  building,  upper  grades,  in  the 
appropriation  for  1908,  and  for  another  new 
elementary  school  building,  upper  grades 
in  the  appropriation  for  1909.  The  urgent 
demand  for  accommodations  in  other  sec- 
tions of  the  city  is  such  that  the  accommo- 
dations indicated  above  seemed  to  be  all 
that  could  fairly  be  assigned  to  the  Bast 
Boston   district. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  until  the  available 
resources  are  sufficient  to  provide  for  the 
additional  building  previouslv  mentioned, 
the  present  arrangement  should  be  con- 
tinued.

NEW     SCHOOL     BUILDING,     PEABODY 
SQUARE.

It  is  evident  that  the  rapid  growth  of 
Dorchester  will  ultimately  make  it  neces- 
sary to  build  one  or  more  additional  school 
buildings,  and  probably  to  establish  one 
or  more  additional  elementary  school  dis- 
tricts. 

It  is  impossible  to  state  at  this  time 
how  long  it  will  be  before  the  funds  pro- 
vided by  law  will  render  possible  the  erec- 
tion of  these  buildings  and  at  the  same 
time  provide  relief  in  sections  of  the  city 
where  the  lack  of  school  accommodations 
is  very  great.

15  (see  p.  19),  and  the  communications  re- 
ceived from  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of 
Schoolhouse  Commissioners  at  the  meeting 
of  Mar.  1  (see  p.  29),  relative  to  the  in- 
stallation   of    bathing    and    washing    facili- 


ties in  the  new  Abraham  Lincoln  School- 
house,  were  taken  from  the  table,  and 
placed   on   file. 

The  committee  appointed  at  the  last 
meeting  to  consider  these  matters,  sub- 
mitted a  detailed  report  thereon,  contain- 
ing the  following  recommendations: — 

That  the  Board  of  Schoolhouse  Commis- 
sioners be  requested  to  provide  shower 
baths  both  for  boys  and  girls  in  the  base- 
ment assembly  halls,  with  curtains  shut- 
ting off  a  space  in  each  of  these  hails 
about  forty  feet  by  twelve  feet  for  that 
purpose,  with  benches,  hook=;  for  clothing, 
and  artificial  light,  and  on  the  girls'  side 
separate  dressing  rooms  divided  by  parti- 
tions; that  hot  water  be  provided  on  each 
floor  of  the  building;  and  that  a  separate 
heating  unit  be  installed  for  the  bathing 
facilities.

The  Secretary  was  also 
directed  to  inform  His  Honor  the  Mayor 
that  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board  the  base- 
ment of  the  Abraham  Lincoln  School- 
house  can  be  so  arranged  as  to  admit  of 
its  use  for  school  purposes  and  for  baths 
to  the  extent  specified  in  the  foregoing  re- 
port, but  not  as  a  general  municipal  bath- 
ing establishment. 

WEEKLY   PAYMENT   OF  JANITORS. 

The  communication  from  William  M. 
Kendricken,  Secretary  of  the  Janitors'  As- 
sociation, relative  to  the  weekly  payment 
of  janitors,  received  and  laid  on  the  table 
at  the  meeting  of  Feb.  15  (see  pp.  27,  28), 
was  taken  from  the  table,  and  placed  on 
file,  and  it  was 

(1)  ORDERED,  That  from  and  after  Apr. 
1.  1909,  the  janitors  in  the  employ  of  the 
School  Committee  shall  be  paid  weekly, 
and  the  Business  Agent  is  hereby  instruct- 
ed to  prepare  and  forward  his  pay  rolls 
accordingly. 

(2)  ORDERED,  That  the  compensation 
for  janitors  of  school  buildings  who  are 
now  paid  in  accordance  with  the  salary 
schedule  shall,  on  and  after  Apr.  1,  1909,  be 
arrived  at  in  the  following  manner:  The 
several  amounts  determined  by  applying 
the  five  factors  of  the  schedule  to  the  areas 
of  the  buildings,  windows,  yards,  sidewalks, 
and  lawns,  shall  be  added  together,  the 
sum  of  these  factors  divided  by  fifty-two, 
and  the  amount  resulting  from  this  division 
shall  be  the  weekly  compensation  for  jan- 
itor service. 

(3)  ORDERED,  That  the  compensation  of 
janitors  and  engineers  in  the  employ  of 
the  School  Committee  who  are  not  paid  in 
accordance  with  the  salary  schedule  shall 
be  arrived  at  in  the  following  manner:  The 
annual  compensation  of  such  janitors  and 
engineers  shall  be  divided  by  fifty-two,  ana 
the  amount  resulting  from  this  division 
shall  be  their  weekly  compensation. 

(4)  ORDERED,  That  the  attention  of 
the  City  Treasurer  be  called  to  the  present 
method  of  paying  school  janitors,  and  that 
he  be  requested  to  make  such  arrange- 
ments as  will  enable  such  employees  to  re- 
ceive their  compensation  promptly  and 
conveniently.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  ad- 
visory committees  to  visit,  inspect  and  be 
come  familiar  with  the  conduct  of  the 
schools  or  departments  to  which  they  may 
be  appointed,  to  make  such  suggestions 
relating  thereto  as  they  shall  deem  ex- 
pedient, and  in  general  to  co-operate  in 
their  administration  and  development,  in 
the   interests  of  the   community. 

2.  They  shall  make  an  annual  report  to 
the  Board,  and  may  at  any  time  submit 
special  reports  or  recommendations.

SCHEDULE     FOR     RATING     JANITORS 
OF   PUBLIC   SCHOOLS. 

The  following  schedule  for  rating  jani-

To  ascertain  the  standing  of  a  janitor 
on  a  scale  of  1000  points,  multiply  the  total 
of  the  marks  given  for  each  factor  by  the 
Schoolhouse  Custodian  and  Principal,  or 
Schoolhouse  Commission,  by  the  indicated 
multiplier,  and  the  sum  of  the  amounts 
thus  determined,  divided  by  20,  will  be  the 
average  general  standing  of  the  janitor  in 
points. 

The  standing  of  a  janitor  according  to 
the  marks  given  by  the  Schoolhouse  Cus- 
todian, or  by  the  Principal  and  the  School- 
house  Commission,  may  be  ascertained  in 
the  same  manner  by  using  10  as  a  divisor 
instead  of  20. 

Scale   of  100. 
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Standing  in  points 

*This    mark    is    to    be    given    only    when 
promotions    are    under    consideration.     The 


senior  janitor  will  then  be  given  the  max- 
imum or  100  points,  and  other  candidates  a 
proportionate  mark  based  upon  their  com- 
p  irative  length  of  service.  For  exampie: 
say  the  senior  janitor  has  served  10  years; 
his  mark  will  be  100.  Another  has  served 
5V2  years;  his  mark  will  be  55. 

No  janitor  shall  be  eligible  for  promotion 
who  has  a  rating  of  less  than  640  points, 
exclusive  of  credit  for  length  of  service. 

Markings  to  be  given  twice  a  year— in 
J  une  and  December.

PROTECTION  AGAINST  FIRE,  SCHOOL 
BUILDINGS. 

A  communication  was  received  from  Su- 
san W.  FitzGerald,  Secretary  of  the  Boston 
Equal  Suffrage  Association  for  Good  Gov- 


ernment, under  date  of  Apr.  6,  1909,  stating 
that  a  committee  of  said  association  has 
been  investigating  the  fire  precautions  in 
some  of  the  Boston  schools,  and  requesting 
that  an  opportunity  be  granted  the  com- 
mittee for  the  purpose  of  presenting  some 
of  its  findings,  which  seem  to  be  of  suffi- 
cient importance  to  deserve  the  serious 
consideration  of  the  Board. 

Meyer  Bloomfield  appeared  with  other 
members  of  the  association,  and  addressed 
the  Board  on  the  subject,  presenting  a  re- 
port of  the  result  of  the  investigation  of 
said  committee. 

Subsequently,  the  following  action  was

(1)  That  a  copy  of  said  report  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  Schoolhouse  Commission,  and 
that  the  careful  consideration  of  said 
Board  be  invited  to  the  following  recom- 
mendations therein   contained: — 

That  no  fire  escapes  should  have  wooden 
floors. 

That  wooden  ventilating  shafts  should  be 
abolished. 

That  outside  gates  should  be  arranged  to 
slide  if  possible. 

(2)  That  a  copy  of  said  report  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  Schoolhouse  Custodian,  and 
that  he  be  directed  to  give  careful  consid- 
eration to  the  following  recommendations 
therein  contained:— 

That  gates  closing  the  foot  of  the  fire 
escapes  should  always  be  unlocked  during 
school  hours. 

That  outside  fire  escapes  should  at  all 
times  be  kept  free  from  ice  and  snow. 

(3)  That  a  copy  of  said  report  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  Superintendent,  and  that  the 
following  recommendation  contained  there- 
in be  referred  to  him  for  such  action  as  he 
may  deem  expedient:— 

That  fire  escapes  should  be  regularly 
used  at  least  in  all  fire  drills. 

The  communication  was  thereupon  placed 
on  file.

HIGH  SCHOOL  OF  COMMERCE  SCHOL- 
ARSHIPS. 

A  communication  was  received  from 
Frederick  P.  Fish,  Chairman  of  the  Exec- 
utive Committee  of  the  Advisory  Commit- 
tee of  Business  Men  of  the  High  School  of 
Commerce,  under  date  of  Apr.  21,  1909,  as 
follows1:— 

The  United  Fruit  Company,  as  a  corpora- 
tion, agrees  to  furnish  transportation  free 
over  all  its  lines  for  two  young  men  from 
the  High  School  of  Commerce,  to  be  chosen 
by  competitive  examination,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  traveling  to  investigate  trade  con- 
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ditions  in  Central  America,  along  the  coast 
of  South  America  and  the  West  Indies. 
This  transportation  will  be  good  during 
such  portion  of  the  coming  summer  as  the 
school  regulations  render  available  for 
such  a  trip. 

Mr.  Andrew  W.  Preston,  President  of  the 
United  Fruit  Company,  has  personally  of- 
fered $10,000  ($2000  to  be  payable  annually 
for  five  years),  which  sum  is  to  be  used 
jointly  by  the  High  School  of  Commerce 
and  the  Harvard  School  of  Business  Ad- 
ministration according  to  the  following  ar- 
rangement:— 

For  the  year  1909-10  one-third  of  the  an- 
nual instalment  of  $2000  ($666.66)  is  to  be 
used  to  defray  the  expenses,  other  than 
transportation  costs,  of  the  two  young  men 
selected  to  make  the  Central  American 
trip.  The  remaining  four  instalments  for 
1910-11,  1911-12,  1912-13,  1913-14  are  to  be  used 
to  pay  the  salary  of  Mr.  S.  O.  Martin,  at 
present  with  the  Bureau  of  Corporations  at 
Washington,  wno  will  be  sent  to  South 
America  during  the  coming  year  for  the 
purpose  of  making  a  study  of  conditions 
there.  On  his  return  Mr.  Martin  will  lec- 
ture upon  the  results  of  his  study,  and  will 
devote  two-thirds  of  his  time  to  the  Har- 
vard School  of  Business  Administration 
and  one-third  of  his  time  to  the  Boston 
High  School  of  Commerce.  These  arrange- 
ments were  agreed  upon  by  Professor  Ed- 
win F.  Gay,  Dean  of  the  Harvard  School, 
and  Mr.  Frank  V.  Thompson,  Head-iviaster 
of  the  High  School  of  Commerce,  and  have 
the  approval  of  Mr.  Preston. 

The  purpose  of  the  United  Fruit  Com- 
pany and  of  Mr.  Preston  in  making  the 
offers  above  stated  is  to  promote  closer 
relations  between  the  United  States  and 
the  countries  of  Central  and  South  Amer- 
ica. It  is  desired,  therefore,  that  the  young 
men  selected  by  competitive  examination 
to  take  advantage  of  the  scholar- 
ships provided  for  the  coming  summer 
should  visit  the  chief  points  of  commercial 
interest  in  Central  America,  the  northern 
coast  of  South  America,  and  in  the  West 
Indies  as  well  as  the  Panama  Canal  Zone. 

If  the  School  Committee  decides  to  accept 
these  very  liberal  offers,  a  plan  should  be 
devised  for  selecting  those  who  are  to 
have  the  benefit  of  the  scholarships  this 
year.

May   3,    1909. 

A  regular  meeting  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee of  the  City  of  Boston  was  held  in  the 
School  Committee  Chamber,  Mason-street 
Building,  at  5:50  o'clock  P.  M.,  the  Chair- 
man presiding.

The  reading  of  the  records  of  the  last 
meeting  was  omitted,  the  Board  approving 
mem  as  printed. 

PREVENTION  OF  DIPHTHERIA. 

Dr.  Richard  C.  Cabot  appeared,  and  sub- 
mitted a  plan  for  the  suppression  of  diph- 
theria in  the  public  schools  substantially 
as  follows:  That  with  the  cooperation  of 
the  Board  of  Health  and  a  sufficient  num- 
ber of  bacteriologists,  cultures  be  taken 
from  the  throats  and  noses  of  all  school 
children  at  or  before  the  beginning  of  the 
next  school  year.  The  process  is  simple 
and  painless  and  would  not  require  over 
fifteen  seconds  per  child.  The  taking  and 
examination  of  approximately  100,000  cul- 
tures should  be  completed  within  one  week, 
and  as  diphtheria  is  spread  chiefly  by  those 
who  are  not  aware  that  they  have  it,  al- 
though the  germs  are  in  their  throats  and 
noses,  and  who  are  called  "carriers," 
schools  have  been  freed  altogether  from 
this  disease  by  identifying  and  excluding 
these  "carriers."  When  carriers  ore  found 
in  the  schools,  they  should  be  isolated,  and 
to  those  coming  in  contact  with  them  an 
immunizing  dose  of  antitoxin  should  be 
given. 

Placed  on  file,  and  it  was 

ORDERED,  That  this  Board  approves  of 
the  plan  suggested  by  Dr.  Richard  C.  Ca- 
bot for  ascertaining  the  presence  of  diph- 
theria among  the  public  school  children  at 
the  opening  of  the  next  term,  and  re- 
quests the  opinion  of  the  Advisory  Com- 
mittee on  School  Hygiene  as  to  the  meth- 
ods and  expense  involved  in  carrying  the 
same  into  effect.

5.  That  the  basement  of  the  manual 
training  annex  in  the  Quincy  District  be 
equipped  for  metal  bench  work,  ami  that 
provision  be  made  for  classes  in  this  sub- 
ject for  both  the  Quincy  and  Brimmer  Dis- 
tricts. 

6.  That  a  class  in  printing  be  established 
in  the  Washington  Allston  District. 

7.  That  classes  in  domestic  science  be 
established  in  the  Lyman  School  in  a 
house  or  apartment  to  be  rented  in  some 
nearby  locality. 

8.  That  a  class  in  Jewelry  and  silver- 
smithing  be  established  in  the  East  Boston 
High    School. 

9.  That  a  class  in  commercial  designing 
be  established  in  the  Dorchester  High 
School. 

in.  That  a  class  in  electrical  manufactur- 
ing be  established  in  the  Charlestown  High 
School. 

All  of  the  above  classes  to  be  conducted 
in  direct  connection  with  the  elementary 
schools  as   at  present.

and  that  junior-masters  serving  in  said 
schools  before  June  1,  1906,  shall,  for  the 
twelfth  and  subsequent  years  of  service, 
have   the  rank  of  master. 

Section  291,  paragraph  2.  Strike  out  the 
paragraph,  and  substitute  in  place  there- 
of  the   following: 

2.  In  addition  to  the  principal  and  mas- 
ters there  shall  be  one  junior-master  for 
the  first  two  hundred  forty-five  pupils  be- 
longing and  one  additional  junior-master 
for  every  seventy  pupils  additional  thereto; 
one  male  instructor  for  the  first  two  hun- 
dred eighty  pupils  belonging,  and  one  ad- 
ditional male  instructor  for  every  seventy 
pupils  additional  thereto;  provided,  that 
no  teachers  serving  in  the  Public  Latin, 
the  English  High,  and  the  Mechanic  Arts 
High  Schools  before  June  1,  1906,  shall  be 
reduced  in  rank  or  salary  because  of  the 
operation    of    this    section.

EXAMINATION     OF     TEACHERS     WHO 

HAVE      PREVIOUSLY      HELD      HIGH 

SCHOOL  CERTIFICATES. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Superintendent,  under  date  of  May  17,  1909, 
as  follows:— 

When  the  Board  established  the  eligible 
lists  there  were  employed  in  the  elementary 
schools  of  the  city,  a  number  of  teachers 
holding  regular  high  school  certificates 
that  had  been  obtained  by  examinations, 
passed  in  some  cases  many  years  prior  to 
the  date  of  establishing  the  eligible  lists. 
These  teachers  are  not  college  graduates 
and  under  the  present  rules  are  not  eligible 
for  re-examination.  They  feel  that  the 
present  ratings,  which  are  based  upon  ex- 
aminations taken  many  years  ago,  do  not 
properly  represent  the  quality  of  their 
present  achievements,  and  they  desire  that 
opportunity  be  given  to  them  to  show  by 
re-examination  that  their  qualifications 
have  improved  during  the  intervening 
years. 

There  is  also  at  least  one  other  teacher 
who  has  served  acceptably  in  a  permanent 
position  in  a  high  school  who  is,  under  the 
present  regulations,  ineligible  for  re-exam- 
ination, even  though  she,  since  leaving  the 
high  school,  has  undertaken  extended  study 
abroad,  and  is  presumably  better  qualified 
for  teaching  work  now  than  when  she  re- 
signed. 

It  would  seem  to  be  for  the  best  interests 
of  the  schools  that  these  teachers  be  per- 
mitted to  be  examined  in  April,  1910,  and  be 
rated  upon  the  eligible  lists  in  accordance 
with  the  results  of  that  examination. 
Placed  on  file. 

On  motion  of  the  Superintendent,  it  "was 
ORDERED,  That  teachers  holding  regu- 
lar   high    school    certificates    employed    in 
permanent  positions  in  elementary  schools 
during  the   year  ending  June  30,   1906,   and 
teachers  who  have  been  employed  in  per- 
manent  positions    in    high   schools    at    any 
time    during   the    period    between    Nov    29 
1901,    and   June   30,    1906,   may   be   examined 
for  the  IV  High  School  Certificate  in  April 
1910,    provided    that    certificates    issued    in 
pursuance  of  this  order  shall  expire   June 
30,  1912. 

EXEMPTION  FROM  FORTY-YEAR  AGE 
LIMIT  FOR  APPOINTMENT. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Superintendent,  under  date  of  May  17  19C9 
as  follows:—  ' 
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At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year 
1908-9  a  number  of  persons  accepted  em- 
ployment as  substitutes,  temporary  teach- 
ers or  special  assistants  with  the  expecta- 
tion of  taking  the  examinations  to  be  held 
in  April,  1909.  These  persons  therefore  did 
not  accept  appointments  elsewhere  as  they 
might  have  done.  On  Dec.  21,  1908,  after 
it  was  too  late  for  these  teachers  to  secure 
appointment  elsewhere,  the  Board  adopted 
its  present  rule  which  prevents  the  ap- 
pointment of  new  teachers  who  have  at- 
tained the  age  of  forty  years.  Exemption 
was  made  at  the  time  of  those  already 
rated  upon  the  eligible  list.  It  seems  just 
that  further  exemption  should  be  made 
to  the  extent  of  allowing  those  persons 
employed  as  substitutes,  temporary  teach- 
ers or  special  assistants  between  Sept.  1, 
and  Dec.  21,  1908,  who  were  excluded  from 
the  April  examination  on  account  of  age, 
to  be  examined  and  rated  on  the  list  of 
candidates  eligible  for  appointment,  in  Sep- 
tember, 1910.

ESPERANTO,    HIGH   SCHOOL   OP 'COM* 
MERCE. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Board  of  Superintendents,  under  date  of 
May  10,  1909,  in  response  to  the  communi- 
cation received  from  the  City  Council  and 
referred  at  the  meeting  of  Dec.  7,  1908,  with 
reference  to  the  introduction  of  Esperanto 
in  the  High  School  of  Commerce,  substan- 
tially as  follows:— 

The  Board  of  Superintendents  has  made 
an  investigation  of  commercial  high  schools 
in  this  country;  it  has  also  communicated 
with  some  of  the  most  advanced  commer- 
cial schools  in  Europe;  and  it  has  been 
unable  to  find  that  Esperanto  is  taught  in 
any  of  these,  or  that  there  is  apparently 
any  demand  for  its  introduction.  The  Board 
believes  that  the  study  of  a  modern  foreign 
language,  as  now  provided  in  the  course  of 
study,  is  of  greater  value  educationally  and 
commercially  to  boys  of  high  school  age 
than  the  study  of  Esperanto  would  be.  It 
is  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  im- 
practicable to  add  Esperanto  to  the  cur- 
riculum of  the  High   School  of  Commerce.

CHAIRMAN  PRO  TEMPORE. 

Pending  the  arrival  of  the  Chairman,  the 
Board  was  called  to  order  by  Mr.  George 
E.  Brock,  the  senior  member. 

APPROVAL  OF   RECORDS. 

The  reading  of  the  records  of  the  last 
meeting  was  omitted,  the  Board  approv- 
ing them  as  printed. 

CARE     OP    TUBERCULAR    CHILDREN. 

The  report  of  the  Joint  Sub-Committee 
of  the  Board  and  of  the  Consumptives' 
Hospital  Trustees,  relative  to  a  plan  for 
the  proper  care  of  children  of  tubercular 
tendencies,  received  at  the  meeting  of  May 
3  (pp.  66,  75),  was  taken  up,  and  the  Con* 
sumptives'  Hospital  Trustees  being  present, 
the  Joint  Board  proceeded  to  consider  the 
aforesaid  report. 

The  recommendations  contained  in  said

V.  That  the  management  of  this  hos- 
pital-school be  placed  in  the  hands  of  a 
joint  committee  from  the  two  departments. 

Mr.  McSweeney,  Chairman,  and  Dr. 
Minot,  both  of  the  Consumptives'  Hospital 
Trustees,  discussed  the  report,  and  the 
Joint  Boards  took  the  following  action  with 
regard  thereto:— 

VOTED,  That  the  Joint  Boards  unite  in 
requesting  the  Board  of  Park  Commission- 
ers to  allow  the  use  of  the  whole  of  the 
refectory  building,  in  Franklin  Park,  in- 
cluding the  pergola  and  carriage  stand, 
for  outdoor  classes  to  be  conducted  during 
the   school   year  1909-10.

ENTY YEARS  OF  AGE. 

The  Board  took  up  for  consideration  the 

petitions     of    the     Boston     Association     of 

School  Principals  and  of  the  Boston  Teach- 

'  ers'  Club,  with  reference  to  the  retirement 

of   teachers    of    seventy    years    of   age. 

Placed  on  file,  and  it  was  unanimously 

ORDERED,  That  the  following  communi- 
cation be  sent  in  answer  to  petitions  re- 
ceived from  the  Boston  Association  of 
School  Principals  and  from  the  Boston 
Teachers'  Club,  with  reference  to  the  re- 
tirement of  teachers  at  seventy  years  of 
age. 

The  School  Committee  has  given  careful 
consideration  to  the  recently  enacted  sev- 
enty year  retirement  rule,  and  entertains 
no  doubts  as  to  the  justice  and  wisdom  of 
the  rule  itself.  It  feels  that  it  is  not  de- 
sirable to  postpone  the  enforcement  of  the 
rule  until  an  adequate  pension  can  be  ob- 
tained. The  Board  recognizes,  however, 
that  there  is  a  certain  degree  of  force  in 
the  argument  that  has  been  urged  upon  it 
to  the  effect  that  the  enforcement  of  the 
rule  on  Aug.  31  of  the  current  year  operates 
with  too  great  a  degree  of  suddenness,  and 
that   those   who   are    affected   by    the    rule 
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should,  because  of  their  many  years  of 
faithful  and  efficient  service,  receive  as 
long  a  notice  as  is  consistent  with  the 
best  interests  of  the  schools.  The  Board, 
therefore,  has  modified  the  enforcement  of 
the  rule  as  indicated  in  the  accompanying 
order. 

The  School  Committee  is  in  hearty  sym- 
pathy with  the  proposition  that  an  ade- 
quate pension  should  be  provided  for  teach- 
ers who  retire  after  the  completion  of  many 
years  of  useful  service,  and  strongly  recom- 
mends that  succeeding  Boards  endeavor  to 
secure  appropriate  legislation  to  such  ef- 
fect. 

ORDERED,       That      all      principals      of 
schools  or  districts,   and  such  other  teach- 
ers  as   shall   not   have   reached  the   age   of 
seventy-one  years  on  or  before  August  31, 

1909,  shall  be  exempt  during  the  current 
calendar  year  from  the  application  of  para- 
graph 2  of  section  271  of  the  regulations, 
which  provides  that  the  employment  of 
members  of  the  supervising  staff,  or' teach- 
ers, shall  terminate  on  the  thirty-first  day 
of  August  next  following  the  seventieth 
birthday  of  such  persons;  provided,  that 
such  principals  and  teachers  as  shall  elect 
to  retire  under  the  provisions  of  this  regu- 
lation, and  shall  file  their  resignations  with 
the   Superintendent  to  take  effect  Aug.   31, 

1910,  shall  be  granted  leave  of  absence  on 
three-fourths  of  their  present  compensa- 
tion from  Sept.  1,  1909  to  Aug.  31,  1910.

READJUSTMENT       OF       JANITORS' 
DUTIES. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Superintendent,  under  date  of  May  17,  1909, 
stating  that  the  Head-Masters'  Association 
has  carefully  considered  the  question  of  the 
readjustment  of  the  work  of  janitors  so 
as  to  avoid  conflicts  with  the  work  of 
teachers  and  pupils  when  conducted  out 
of  school  hours,  and  recommends  the 
adoption  of  the  following  orders: 

ORDERED,  That  the  regulations  be 
amended  as  follows: 

Section  223,  paragraph  2.  Insert  in  the 
tenth  line,  after  the  word  "school"  the 
words:— in  elementary  schools,  and  not 
later  than  half  past  three  in  high  schools, 
so  that  the  paragraph  will  read  as  fol- 
lows:— 

2.  All  school  buildings  shall  be  open  to 
teachers  for  school  purposes  from  8  A.M. 
until  one  hour  after  the  close  of  the  after- 
noon session;  and  on  not  to  exceed  two 
Saturdays  in  each  term  from  9  A.M.  to  12 
o'clock  noon,  on  the  request  of  the  assist- 
ant superintendent  in  charge.  On  sweeping 
nights  class-rooms  shall  be  vacated  in  ac- 
cordance with  a  schedule  approved  by  the 
principal;  the  janitor  to  be  permitted  to 
start  sweeping  the  first  room  not  later 
than  five  minutes  after  the  close  of  school 
in  elementary  schools,  and  not  later  than 
half  past  three  in  high  schools.  Notice  of 
the  time  at  which  any  room  must  be 
vacated  shall  be  given  by  the  janitor  by 
placing  a  card  in  said  room  not  later  than 
2  o'clock  P.M.  Five  minutes  before  the 
janitor  locks  the  buildings  and  gates  at 
the  close  of  the  day's  session,  he  shall 
sound  an  alarm  on  all  gongs  in  the  school 
buildings,  and  the  school-house  shall  be 
vacated  immediately  by  all  persons. 

ORDERED,  That  the  Rules  for  Janitors, 
Engineers  and  Matrons  be  amended  as  fol- 
lows:— 

Rule  8.  Insert  in  the  fifth  line,  after  the 
word  "school"  the  words: — in  elementary 
schools,  and  not  later  than  half  past  three 
in  high  schools,  so  that  the  paragraph  will 
read  as  follows: — 

Rule  8.  On  sweeping  nights  class-rooms 
shall  be  vacated  in  accordance  with  a 
schedule  approved  by  the  principal;  the 
janitor  to  be  permitted  to  start  sweeping 
the  first  room  not  later  than  five  minutes 
after  the  close  of  school  in  elementary 
schools,  and  not  later  than  half  past  three 
in    high    schools.      Notice    of    the    time    at 
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which  each  room  must  be  vacated  shall  be 
given  by  the  janitor  by  placing  a  card  in 
said  room  not  later  than  2  o'clock  P.  M. 

Add   the   following  paragraph:— 

The  janitor  shall  not  interrupt  teaching, 
teachers'  meetings,  clerical  work  in  con- 
nection with  the  head-master's  office,  or 
other  educational  work.  Whenever  his 
duties  are  interfered  with  by  such  work, 
after  notifying  the  teacher  in  charge,  the 
janitor  shall  at  the  earliest  opportunity 
report  the  matter  to  the  principal,  and  in 
case  of  failure  to  obtain  satisfactory  ad- 
justment, to  the  Schoolhouse  Custodian. 

Rule  30,  paragraph  2.  Insert  at  the  end 
of  the  paragraph  the  words: — in  elementary

Janitors  shall  bank  their  fires  one-half 
hour  after  the  close  of  the  regular  school 
hours  in  elementary  schools,  and  not  be-* 
fore  half  past  three  in  the  high  schools.

OPPORTUNITIES    FOR    STUDY    ACCES- 
SIBLE TO  BOSTON  TEACHERS.

The  Board  of  Superintendents  may  issue 
licenses  to  teach  industrial  or  related  sub- 
jects in  day  industrial  schools,  which 
licenses  shall  expire  on  the  thirtieth  day 
of  June  following  the  first  anniversary  of 
the  date  of  issue,  and  shall  not  be  extended 
or  renewed,  to  persons  who  present  satis- 
factory evidence  of  possessing  good  char- 
acter and  health,  and  who,  upon  investiga- 
tion, shall  be  found  to  have  had  three 
years'  satisfactory  experience  in  the  prac- 
tical pursuit  of  the  industry  the  candidate 
is  to  teach,  or  one  year's  successful  ex- 
perience in  teachinsr  such  subject  to  classes. 

Candidates  holding  valid  certificates  other 
than  certificate  designated  XXIV.  may  be 
employed  in  the  day  industrial  schools  if, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents, they  possess  the  requisite  qualifi- 
cations.

ATHLETIC  MEETS. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Director  of  School  Hygiene,  under  date  of 
June  7,  1909,  stating  that  as  a  means  of 
continuing  during  the  summer  the  play- 
ground activities  now  being  conducted  for 
boys  by  that  department,  it  is  proposed  to 
hold  a  series  of  athletic  meets  and  water 
events  on  each  Saturday  during  the  sum- 
mer, these  events  to  be  so  distributed  as 
to  give  each  section  of  Boston  at  least  four 
such  meets  during  the  summer,  or  forty  in 
all.  The  winners  in  these  various  meets  are 
to  qualify  for  entrance  into  a  final  meet 
including  all  sections  of  Boston,  to  be  held 
on  Boston  Common,  Saturday,  Sept.  4.  All 
of  these  events  are  to  be  open  to  all  the 
boys  between  the  ages  of  twelve  and 
twenty  years.  To  carry  out  this  plan  the 
cooperation  of  the  BostqJn  Playground  As- 
sociation and  the  various  local  associa- 
tions, societies,  and  athletic  clubs  will  be 
asked.  The  Directorate  of  the  "Boston 
1915"  movement  has  placed  to  the  credit 
of  the  Boston  Playground  Association  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  ($2500) 
to  be  used  in  carrying  out  this  plan.  The 
Director  of  School  Hygiene  therefore  rec- 
ommends that  his  department  be  author- 
ized to  cooperate  in  whatever  manner  is 
deemed  best  during  the  months  of  July  and 
August,   1909.

VOCATION  BUREAU. 

A  communication  was  received  from  Ed- 
ward A.  Filene,  Chairman  "Boston  1915," 
under  date  of  June  2,  1909,  submitting  the 
following  suggestions  with  regard  to  the 
work  of  the  Vocation  Bureau: — 

1.  The  Vocation  Bureau  will  employ  a 
Vocational  Director  to  give  practically  his 
entire  time  to  the  organization  of  vocation- 
al counsel  for  the  graduates  of  the  Boston 
public  schools  during  the  ensuing  year; 

2.  The  work  of  this  Vocational  Director 
shall  be  carried  on  in  cooperation  with  the 
Boston  School  Committee  or  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools,  as  the  Committee  shall 
see  fit ; 

3.  It  is  the  plan  of  the  Bureau  to  have 
this  Vocational  Director  organize  a  con- 
ference of  the  masters  and  teachers  of  the 
Boston  high  schools  through  the  School 
Committee  or  through  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools,  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
that  members  of  the  graduating  classes 
will  be  met  for  vocational  advice  either 
by  this  Vocational  Director  or  by  the  co- 
operating school  masters  and  teachers,  all 
working  along  a  general  plan,  to  be  adopt- 
ed by  this  conference; 

4.  This  Vocational  Director  should,  in 
cooperation  with  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  or  any  person  whom  he  may  ap- 
point,  arrange   vocational   trips   and  voca- 
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lional    lectures    for    the    members    of    the 
graduating  classes; 

5.  The  Bureau  believes  that  school  mas- 
ters and  teachers  should  be  definitely 
trained  to  give  vocational  counsel,  and 
therefore  that  it  is  advisable  for  this  Vo- 
cational Director,  in  cooperation  with  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  to  establish  a 
series  of  conferences  to  which  certain  se- 
lected teachers  and  masters  in  the  schools 
shall  be  invited  on  condition  that  they 
will  agree  in  turn  definitely  to  do  voca- 
tional counselling  with  their  own  pupils; 

6.  The  Vocational  Director  will  keep  a 
careful  record  of  the  work  accomplished 
for  the  pupils  during  the  year,  the  number 
of  pupils  counselled  with,  the  attitude  of 
the  pupils  with  reference  to  a  choice  of 
vocation,  the  advice  given,  and  as  far  as 
possible  the  results  following.  These  rec- 
ords shall  form  the  basis  for  a  report  to 
the  Boston  School  Committee  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

Placed  on  file,  and  the  Secretary  directed 
to  acknowledge  the  receipt  thereof,  to  ex- 
press the  appreciation  of  the  Board  of  the 
suggestions  offered  by  the  Vocation  Bu- 
reau, and  the  Superintendent  directed  to 
cooperate  with  said  Bureau  along  the  lines 
suggested  in  the  aforesaid  communication.

Janitors  shall  see  that  the  United 
States  flag  is  displayed  on  the  buildings  or 
grounds  under  their  charge  every  school 
day  when  the  weather  permits,  and  on  the 
inside  of  the  school-houses  on  other  school 
days.  Thoy  shall  also  see  that  such  flags 
are  displayed  on  other  days  designated  by 
the  School  Committee.

INTRODUCTION  OF  MANUAL  TRAIN- 
ING IN  LAST  HOUR  OF  AFTERNOON 
SESSION,    ELEMENTARY    SCHOOLS. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Board  of  Superintendents,  under  date  of 
June  19,  1909,  in  response  to  the  order 
passed  at  the  meeting  of  the  School  Board 
held  on  May  24,  requesting  said  Board  in 
conjunction  with  the  Director  of  School 
Hygiene  to  make  an  investigation  of  the 
results  of  the  experiment  conducted  in 
one  hundred  school  rooms  in  the  using  of 
the  last  hour  of  the  afternoon  session  of 
the  elementary  schools  for  play  and  man- 
ual training,  reporting  the  various  favora- 
ble and  adverse  comments  of  about  one 
hundred  teachers  of  grades  I,  II  and  III 
who  have  been  directly  concerned  in  the 
experiment,  and  stating  that  in  view  of 
the  actual  workings  of  the  plan  and  its  re- 
sults, the  Board  of  Superintendents  and 
the  Director  of  School  Hygiene  are  of  the 
opinion  that  the  experiment  as  at  present 
conducted  should  cease,  and  that  free  play 
in  school  rooms  of  classes  of  the  first  three 
grades  should  be  discouraged,  and  making 
the   following   recommendations: — 

That  the'  afternoon  recess  period  of 
Grades  I,  II  and  III  be  increased  from  ten 
to  twenty  minutes,  and  that  children  in 
those  grades  be  allowed  free  play  out  of 
doors  during  this  period  whenever  yard 
and  weather  conditions  are  favorable. 

That  in  addition  to  the  requirements  of 
the  course  of  study  with  respect  to  physi- 
cal training,  games  be  employed  in  classes 
of  the  first  three  grades  at  the  discretion 
of  teachers  and  principals,  and  that  their 
use   properly   limited   will   prove   an   excel- 
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lent  addition  to  the  school  program  of 
the  other  children. 

Placed  on  file,  and  it  was 

ORDERED,  That  the  Board  of  Superin- 
tendents be  directed  to  continue  the  ex- 
periment conducted  during  the  afternoon 
sessions  of  one  hundred  class  rooms  of  the 
first  three  grades  with  respect  to  play  and 
manual  training  with  such  modifications 
as  will  avoid  the  disadvantages  stated  in 
the  report  of  said  Board,  and  that  the  last 
hour  of  the  afternoon  session  of  such 
classes  be  devoted,  so  far  as  may  be  prac- 
ticable, to  free  play  out  of  doors. 


EXCLUSION    OF    PUPILS    FROM    HIGH 
SCHOOLS. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Board  of  Superintendents,  under  date  of 
June  19,  1909,  with  reference  to  the  order 
passed  at  the  meeting  of  Apr.  26  (see  pp. 
*51,  62),  directing  said  Board  to  investigate 
and  report  as  to  the  desirability  of  exclud- 
ing from  high  schools  such  pupils  as  are 
unable  or  unwilling  to  profit  from  the  in- 
struction offered  therein,  stating  that  it  is 
of  the  opinion  that  it  is  highly  desirable 
to  exclude  such  pupils  as  speedily  as  possi- 
ble, and  recommending  that  section  369  of 
the  regulations  be  amended  in  accordance 
with  an  accompanying  order. 

Placed  on  file. 

The  following  order  was  offered-— 

ORDERED,  That  the  regulations  be 
amended  as  follows:— 

Section  369.  Strike  out  the  section  and 
substitute  in  place  thereof  the  following-— 

Sect.  369.  1.  A  pupil  in  a  high  or  Latin 
school  who  fails  to  sustain  a  satisfactory 
standard  of  scholarship,  or  of  conduct 
may  be  placed  on  probation  by  the  prin- 
cipal, with  the  approval  of  the  assistant 
superintendent  in  charge,  and  if  at  the 
end  of  two  months  such  pupil  has  not 
shown  reasonable  improvement  he  may,  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  principal  ap- 
proved by  the  Board  of  Superintendents, 
be  required  to  withdraw  finally  from  the 
school. 

2.  Principals  may  require  pupils  whose 
scholarship  is  unsatisfactory  to  return  to 
the  school  after  the  close  of  the  regular 
session  for  a  study  period  not  exceeding 
two  hours  daily.

1909,  stating  that  apparatus  consisting  of 
swings,  teeter-boards,  and  slides  has  been 
placed  in  the  Frothingham  School  Yard, 
Charlestown;  that  a  spare  lot  at  the  corner 
of  Adams  and  Chestnut  streets,  Charles- 
town, has  been  graded,  fenced  and 
equipped  with  playground  apparatus  for 
use  as  a  playground;  and  that  the  Polk- 
street  School  Yard  and  the  Mystic  Park 
Playground,  Charlestown,  have  also  been 
equipped.

The  school  yards  equipped,  as  out- 
lined above,  cover  the  territory,  with  the 
possible  exception  of  the  Bunker  Hill  and 
the  Warren  Districts  combined,  and  it  is 
the  intention  of  the  department  of  school 
hygiene  to  extend  playground  equipment 
in  that  locality  next  spring.

DAY.

Dear  sir: — 

While  the  desire  for  a  saner  observance 
of  July  4th  by  the  City  of  Boston  has 
been  in  evidence  for  some  time,  owing 
to  the  fact  that  tangible  suggestions 
for  a  change  have  only  been  brought 
forward  on  the  eve  of  the  anniversary, 
the  old  style  celebration  has  continued. 

The  opportunity  is  now  at  hand,  if  you 
care  to  assist,  to  plan  such  a  celebration 
as  will  be  fitting  for  the  City  of  Boston, 
and  of  the  kind  which  the  majority  of  the 
citizens  have  declared  for.  Inasmuch  as 
the  celebration  is  now  mainly  a  civic  af- 
fair, for  which  the  sum  of  $10,000  is  an- 
nually appropriated,  out  of  the  tax  levy, 
the  right  of  the  municipality  to  take  the 
lead  in  the  matter  can  hardly  be  ques- 
tioned. 

Can  I  hope  for  the  assistance  of  you 
gentlemen  in  your  several  representative 
positions  to  take  up  the  task  of  planning 
the  1910  celebration?  If  the  work  is  to  be 
done  satisfactorily  the  time  is  none  too 
long  at  the  best,  and  it  is  important  that 
a  general  understanding  be  reached  be- 
fore the  budget  for  the  coming  year,  which 
will  have  to  include  the  appropriation  men- 
tioned, is  acted  upon.  I  am  ready  now  to 
say  that  in  the  event  of  a  feasible  plan 
being  presented,  I  shall  be  very  glad  to 
send  to  the  City  Council  an  item  of  $15,000 
instead  of  the  usual  $10,000  for  the  obser- 
vance of  the  day. 

As  to  the  material  at  hand  for  an  ideal 
celebration,  I  need  only  cite  a  few  of  the 
possibilities.  A  gathering  of  the  school 
children  on  the  Common,  on  Franklin 
Field,  or  on  the  other  open  spaces  through- 
out *he  city  for  the  performance  of  dances 


and  'exercises  such  as  they  are  now  taught 
in  the  schools  would  make  a  most  in- 
spiring sight. 

The  Charles  River  Basin  invites  the  dis- 
play of  a  historical  pageant  of  the  revo- 
lutionary days  which  could  be  viewed  by 
thousands,  and  furthermore  the  Harvard 
Stadium,  which  is  on  Boston  territory,  of- 
fers countless  possibilities.

TRADE   SCHOOL  FOR  GIRLS.

The  City  of  Boston  having  established 
and  equipped  an  independent  industrial 
school  for  girls  known  as  the  Trade  School 
for  Girls  and  having  submitted  to  this 
Board  for  its  approval  the  location  and 
proposed  courses  and  methods  of  instruc- 
tion of  said  school,  with  a  list  of  the 
teachers  to  be  appointed,  now  it  is 

VOTED:  That-  the  Board  hereby  ap- 
proves, as  to  location  and  proposed  courses 
and  methods  of  instruction,  the  inde- 
pendent industrial  school  established  under 
Chapter  505  of  the  Acts  of  1906  and  other 
Acts  supplementary  thereto  and  amenda- 
tory thereof,  in  the  City  of  Boston,  known 
as  the  Trade  School  for  Girls,  and  hereby 
appoints  the  members,  from  time  to  time, 
of  the  Boston  School  Committee  its  local 
representatives  in  the  maintenance  of  said 
independent  industrial  school. 

The  Board  also  approves  the  teachers 
proposed  for  appointment  in  said  school. 

The  Board  reserves  the  right  to  require 
a  longer  and  more  extended  course  in  said 
school  after  the  first  year  and-  such  modi- 
fications in  the  courses  and  methods  of  in- 
struction in  said  school  as  will  cause  it  to 
conform  to  the  standard  ultimately  adopted 
by  the  Board,  and  approval  of  the  courses 
and  methods  of  instruction  after  the  first 
year  will  depend  upon  compliance  with  the 
determinations  of  the  Board. 

The  Board  also  urges  the  appointment 
as  soon  as  practicable  of  an  independent 
and  permanent  principal  of  the  school 
thoroughly  qualified  for  the  peculiar  work 
of  the  school.

Substitute 
for  the  word  "Six"  the  word:— Eight,  so 
that  the  sentence  will  read  as  follows:— 

(1)    Eight  points  in  physical  training. 

Page  8.  Physical  Training.  Omit  in  lines 
1  and  2  the  words  "by  means  of  gymnas- 
tics and  military  drill."  and  in  line  3  omit 
the  words  "during  the  first  three  years  of 
the  course,"  so  that  the  paragraph  will 
read  as  follows:— 

Physical  training  is  regularly  given  at 
school;  and  no  class  or  pupil  is  allowed, 
without  good  reason,  to  omit  these  physi- 
cal exercises.  Moreover,  teachers  will 
guard  the  health  of  their  pupils,  or,  bet- 
ter, will  instruct  them  how  to  observe  the 
laws  of  life  and  health.  Sound  advice  with 
regard  to  diet,  ventilation,  exercise,  rest, 
dress,  and  regular  hours  will  be  given;  and 
the  requirements  of  the  following  law  ot 
this  State  will  be  observed:  "Physiology 
and  Hygiene,  which,  in  both  divisions  of 
the  subject,  shall  include  special  instruc- 
tion as  to  the  effects  of  alcoholic  drinks, 
stimulants,  and  narcotics  on  the  human 
svstem,  shall  be  taught  as  a  regular  branch 
of  study  to  all  pupils  in  all  schools  sup- 
ported wholly  or  in  part  by  public  money, 
except  special  schools  maintained  solely 
for  instruction  in  particular  branches." 

Insert  under  "Fourth  Year" 
the   following:— 

Prescribed  Study. 
Physical  Training  IV.    (Two  points.) 

Omit  under  'Elective  Studies"  the  item:—

Some  time  since  the  city  council  made 
an  appropriation  of  $80,000,  now  available, 
for  the  construction  of  a  new  building  in 
East  Boston,  to  be  used  for  the  purposes 
of  Division  7  of  the  Police  Department, 
and  to  contain  the  necessary  accommoda- 
tions for  the  use  of  the  East  Boston  dis- 
trict court. 

The  general  understanding  since  the  ap- 
propriation referred  to  was  made  has  been 
that  the  new  building  should  be  erected  on 
the  present  site  of  the  district  court  build- 
ing. It  appears  that  a  portion  of  that 
building  (four  rooms)  is  still  occupied  for 
school  purposes  by  the  School  Department, 
and  that  the  entire  property  is  in  the  con- 
trol of  the  School  Committee. 

The  proposition  which  I  desire  to  submit 
for  your  consideration,  and  which  I  trust 
you  may  see  fit  to  act  favorably  upon,  is 
that  your  department  release  to  the  Su- 
perintendent of  Public  Buildings  the  pres- 
ent district  court  building  for  demolition 
and  reconstruction  as  provided  for,  and  re- 
ceive in  exchange  the  property  of  the 
Police  Department  directly  opposite  and  at 
present  occupied  by  Division  7.  This  ex- 
change of  city  property  from  one  depart- 
ment to  another,  if  agreed  to  by  the  School 
Committee,  will,  I  am  informed,  meet  with 
the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Police 
Commissioner,  and  obviate  the  necessity  of 
additional  land  purchase. 

Will  you  kindly  bring  this  matter  to  the 
attention  of  your  Committee  at  an  early 
date?

Add  the  fol- 
lowing at  the  end  thereof— provided,  that 
the  restriction  as  to  age  shall  not  affect 
applicants  for  temporary  certificates,  so 
that  the  paragraph  will  read  as  follows:— 

2.  The  board  of  superintendents  shall  not 
admit  to  such  examinations  candidates 
who  shall  have  reached  their  fortieth  birth- 
day on  or  before  the  thirtieth  day  of  June 
next   following   the   date   of    the   examina- 
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tion,  and  may  exclude  therefrom  any  candi- 
date who,  in  the  opinion  of  said  board  of 
superintendents,  is  ineligible  for  admis- 
sion thereto,  provided,  that  the  restriction 
as  to  age  shall  not  affect  applicants  for 
temporary  certificates. 

Section  137,  paragraph  1.  Strike  out  the

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Renumber  former  paragraph  4  as  para- 
graph 6;  5  as  7;  6  as  8;  and  7  as  9. 

ORDERED,  That  the  regulations  be

Section  284.  Number  the  present  para- 
graph 1  and  add  the  following  as  para- 
graph 2:— 

2.  The  provisions  of  this  chapter,  except

All  products  manufactured  in 
the  day  industrial  schools  from  material 
supplied  by  the  School  Committee  shall  be 
the  property  of  the  school.

OPEN-AIR  ROOMS  IN  SCHOOL  BUILD- 
INGS. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Director  of  School  Hygiene,  under  date  of 
Oct.  29,  1909,  transmitting,  in  response  to 
the  request  of  the  Board  at  the  meeting  of 
Oct.  4,  the  report  of  the  Advisory  Com- 
mittee on  School  Hygiene  as  to  the  advisa- 
bility of  establishing  open-air  rooms  gen- 
erally in  school  buildings,  and  the  type  and 
probable  number  of  children  for  whom 
such  rooms  would  be  desirable,  substan- 
tially as  follows:— 

The  Advisory  Committee  believes  that  it 
is  very  essential  that  the  health  room  con- 
templated in  this  order  should  not  be  con- 
founded nor  ^associated  with  either  of  the 
provisions  now  in  existence  for  the  care  of 
the  mentally  deficient  or  for  the  tubercu- 
lous children.  While  it  is  true  that  the 
physical  condition  of  many  of  the  chil- 
dren in  these  two  classes  is  identical  or 
at  least  closely  connected  with  the  type 
which  we  would  select  for  the  provisions 
of  the  health  room,  nevertheless,  we  would 
make  a  sharp  distinction  between  the  two, 
and  we  would  recommend  that  the  class 
under  consideration  be  limited  to  those 
who  may  be  called  the  physically  debili- 
tated. 

1.  The  Advisory  Committee  is  unani- 
mously of  the  opinion  that  it  is  desirable 
to  establish  open-air  rooms  in  school  build- 
ings for  those  children  who  are  physically 
below  normal  in  development. 

2.  That  in  the  establishment  of  ■  such 
open-air  rooms,  sunlight,  preferably  direct 
sunshine,  as  well  as  fresh  open  air,  is 
necessary. 

3.  That  in  the  assignment  of  children  to 
these  special  rooms,  the  medical  inspectors, 
the  school  nurses,  and  the  teachers  should 
select  those  who  are  anaemic,  who  are  un- 
dersized and  below  the  normal  weight  for 
their  height,  those  showing  evidence  of 
glandular  enlargement,  and  those  who  re- 
turn to  school  after  a  long  convalescence 
from  illness. 

In  this  connection,  the  Advisory  Commit- 
tee wishes  to  emphasize  the  great  value  of 
weighing  and  measuring  school  children, 
as  contemplated  in  the  work  soon  to  be 
started  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  William 
T.  Porter.  This  will  furnish  one  of  the 
most  trustworthy  guides  to  the  selection  of 
those  who  are  physically  below  normal. 

4.  That  in  the  present  school  buildings, 
at  least  in  the  overcrowded  sections  of  the 
city,  rooms  suitable  for  the  purpose  of 
these  classes  should  be  located  in  the  upper 
stories  of  the  building  with  a  southern  ex- 
posure, in  order  to  furnish  the  necessary 
maximum  of  sunlight  without  which  any 
room  of  this  type  must  be  uncomfortable, 
cheerless,  and  lacking  in  a  most  essential 
quality. 

In  buildings  where  the  roof  offers  an  op- 
portunity for  out-door  use,  shacks  and 
other  provisions  should  be  established  to 
carry  out  the  purpose  of  these  recom- 
mendations. The  Committee  does  not  enter 
here  into  the  details  of  this  utilization  of 
the  roofs  of  school  buildings  because  it 
understands  that  a  report  dealing  in  a 
special    manner    with    this    phase    of    the 


problem  is  to  form  a  separate  communi- 
cation from  the  Advisory  Committee  to  the 
School  Committee  at  an  early  date. 

5.  The  Committee  strongly  recommends 
that  in  all  future  school  buildings,  a  room 
especially  adapted  for  the  purpose  herein 
outlined  shall  be  included  in  the  plans  and 
accepted  by  the  School  Committee.  Fur- 
ther details  on  this  recommendation  ar;< 
also  to  form  a  part  of  the  Committee's 
special  report. 

6.  In  special  rooms  designated  as  health 
rooms  to  be  established  in  buildings  now 
in  use,  arrangements  should  be  made  for 
the  widest  use  of  open  windows,  in  order 
that  the  maximum  amount  of  fresh  air 
may  find  access  to  every  part  of  such 
rooms. 

7.  That  suitable  protection  for  the  feet 
and  legs  is  necessary  in  all  out-door  or 
open-air  school-rooms.  A  sort  of  sleeping 
bag,  so-called,  is  the  most  practical. 

8.  '  The  Committee  believes  that  there  are 
undoubtedly  teachers  whose  physical  con- 
dition would  be  benefited  by  assignment 
to  such  rooms. 

9.  That  in  the  carrying  out  of  the  health 
measures  herein  outlined,  the  services  of 
the  school  nurses  are  most  valuable  and 
would  increase  greatly  in  the  homes  the 
efficiency  of  the  work  undertaken  in  the 
school  rooms  for  the  health  of  the  children.

Council   on  Pensions. 

II.  The  division  of  the  teaching  force 
of  the  city  into  the  following  groups  as  the 
basis  of  representation   in  the   Council: 

1— Board   of   Superintendents. 

2— Principals  of  schools  and  d;stricts. 


3— Directors,  Supervisors,  Assistant  Di- 
rectors, Assistant  Supervisors. 

4— Men  teachers  in  Normal,  high  and 
Latin  schools. 

5— Women  teachers  in  Normal,  high  and 
Latin  schools. 

6 — Sub-masters  in  elementary  schools. 

7— Masters'  Assistants,  First  Assistants, 
First  Assistants  in  Charge  in  ele- 
mentary  schools. 

8 — Assistants  in  elementary  schools  in 
seven  divisions,  with  about  two  hun- 
dred teachers  in  e^ch,  divided  accord- 
ing to   locality. 

9— Kindergartners. 

10 — Assistants  and  Instructors  in  special 
subjects,  such  as  sewing,  cooking, 
manual  training  and  department  of 
school  hygiene. 

III.  Groups  to  be  represented  in  the 
Council,  viz:  group  one  and  three  by  one 
delegate  each;  group  eight  by  fourteen 
delegates,  two  from  each  division;  other 
groups  three  delegates  each;  total,  thirty- 
seven    delegates. 

IV.  The  election  of  delegates  to  the 
Council  in  November,   1909,   as  follows:— 

1.  Each  member  of  the  teaching  force 
of  the  city  to  have  the  opportunity  to 
nominate  on  a  signed  nomination  ballot 
as  many  delegates  as  the  group  to  which 
he  or  she  belongs  is  entitled. 

2.  The  names  of  the  six  persons  re- 
ceiving the  highest  number  of  votes  in 
each  group  to  be  placed  on  the  election 
ballot  for  that  group,  except  that  in 
groups.  1  and  3  the  number  shall  be  three. 

3.  An  election  ballot  to  be  sent  to  each 
member  of  each  group,  to  be  marked  and 
signed  by  that  member  for  the  requisite 
number  of  delegates,  and  returnable  on 
or  before  a  fixed  date. 

4.  The  persons  in  each  group  receiving 
the  highest  number  of  votes  to  the  num- 
ber to  which  that  group  is  entitled,  shall 
be  declared  elected. 

V.  The  purpose  of  the  Council  shall  be 
that  of  representing  the  teachers  of  the 
city  in  all  conferences  with  the  School 
Committee  on  matters  of  pension  legisla- 
tion.

the  present  time  and  in  view  of  the  pres- 
ent condition  of  the  law,  it  will  welcome 
the  opportunity  to  aid  in  the  general  mat- 
ter of  development  of  industrial  education, 
and  wherever  it  may  be  lawful  so  to  do, 
will  be  glad  to  give  to  the  city  of  Boston 
that  cooperation  which  the  laws  of  the 
state  allow.

SOFT  COAL,  WINCHELL  AND  JOHN  A. 
ANDREW  SCHOOL-HOUSES. 

A  communication  was  received  from  the 
Schoolhouse  Commission,  under  date  of 
Dec.  4,  1909,  with  reference  to  the  over- 
heating of  soft  coal  contained  in  the  bins 
of  the  Winchell  and  John  A.  Andrew 
School-houses,  the  fuel  in  each  case  hav- 
ing come  in  contact  with  a  brick  wall  ad- 
joining the  wall  of  the  boiler  setting,  and 
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suggesting  that  the  following  information 
should  be  obtained: — 

The  number  of  schools  supplied  with  soft 
coal,  and  in  what  quantities. 

Schools  having  coal  bins  located  so  as 
to  adjoin  the  boiler  setting  as  in  the  two 
buildings  named. 

Whether  or  not  the  soft  coal  supplied 
this  year  contains  impurities  such  as  sul- 
phur,* etc.,  in  sufficient  quantities  to  cause 
spontaneous  combustion. 

Reports  were  also  received  from  the 
Schoolhouse  Custodian,  under  date  of  Dec. 
6,  1909,  on  the  same  subject. 

Placed  on  file,  and  the  Secretary  direct- 
ed to  inform  the  Schoolhouse  Commission 
that  the  cause  of  these  slight  tires  has 
apparently  been  the  lack  of  sufficient  air 
space  between  the  boiler  setting  and  the 
coal  bin,  that  tests  made  at  the  time  of 
the  purchase  of  this  coal  show  that  it  is 
of  a  high  grade,  and  when  housed  under 
proper  conditions  its  ignition  from  spon- 
taneous combustion  is  unlikely;  that  in 
the  opinion  of  this  Committee  the  Board 
of  Schoolhouse  Commissioners  should  make 
immediate  investigation  with  regard  to  the 
location  and  construction  of  coal  bins,  and 
remedy  any  conditions  similar  to  those 
which  apparently  have  been  the  cause  of 
the  heating  of  fuel  in  these  two  buildings.

The  course  of  study  for  the 
Franklin  Park  School  shall  be  the  same 
as  for  the  elementary  schools,  with  such 
exceptions  as  are  deemed  necessary  by  the 
a3sistant  superintendent  in  charge. 

Sect,  488.  Pupils  may  be  admitted  and 
discharged  in  accordance  with  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  superintendent  of  the 
Boston  Consumptives'  Hospital.

nent buildings. 

4.  That  the  portables  now  in  the  school- 
yards  be   furnished   with 

(a)  Large,  movable  windows  in  the  roof 
and  sides  of  each  building  so  as  to  ensure 
suitable  ventilation  and  lighting;  these  win- 
dows to  be  properly  screened  and  curtained. 

(b)  Double  floors  with  an  air  space  be- 
tween in  order  to  prevent  dampness  and 
coldness. 


5.  That  each  school  used  for  open-air 
classes  be  equipped  with  electric  appliances 
for   heating   food  and   drink. 

6.  That  in  the  selection  of  pupils  and 
teachers  for  assignment  to  open-air  classes, 
the  former  recommendations  of  the 
Advisory  Committee  be  followed. 

Placed  on  file,  the  report  and  recommen- 
dations contained  therein  approved  and 
adopted,  and  a  copy  thereof  ordered  to  be 
transmitted  to  the  Board  of  Schoolhouse 
Commissioners  and  to  the  Superintendent.
